will ot God. Tbe Rev. W. Guest, who has 
very kindly'Interested himself In many efforts 
o find traces of Gordon's example to the 
Inglish people, says that tbe colonel would 
enter homes infected with conUgion awl 
'ever when others hesitated to go. lie would 
olten go tbe workhouse, and walk wltb tbe 
old men in the yard without a shadow ot 
assumption. He was wont not only to givo 
tobacco to tbe old fellows, «nd tsa to the 
crones, but kept up bis gifts after he left 
Gravesend. With him out ot sight was not 
ut of mind He would writs to a washer-wo 
man and send her blapbotoxiuph with a great 
deal more suavity of manner than that he 
las displayed to tbe prime minister of Brig- 
and.

Through the klndiiess of Dr. K. 0. Klmbnll, 


city physician, wo nro enabled to «lvo B report 
of tho sanitary condition ot tlie city fur the 
year just ended. Tito board of lienlUi report 
tliat the eiuiltary conditlua of the clly la much 
bolter now th&u ever before at this Benson of 
the yenr. They have endeavored to keep the 
street') and alleys clean and free from nil 
nuisances at all times, although dllllcultles 
btfia frequently been thrown iirtlfelr way 
by evil disposed parsons who would rather 
llwija filth tlmu-go to tha trouble of-eleanlng 
up «s required by law, and they havo baeu 
dealt with accordingly. 
On tho other hand 


most of the citizens have responded promptly 
and with *II narnestuess to the requirements 
of the board. 


There has b'een no serious epidemic for the 


past year. Statistics show tbnt there were 
sixty-six CMOS of scarlet fever anil eleven 
coses 
of 
diphtheria. 
There 
were 
no 


deaths resulting from tho former and but 
one death from the latter, thus Indicating lh.it 
those diseases were of a very mild typq or 
veiy skillfully treated by our physicians. 


Through records carefully fcept by ]>r, 


Klmball we ascertain that there Were one 
.hundred and seventy-one births, with a loss 
only of one mother and throo children, a re- 
sult very tlatterlne to the madlcnl fraternity. 
' During the yenr the tottl number of deaths 
was M of which 59 were burled lit the ceme- 
tery here and 85 forwarded to eastern cities 
for interment.

DC it ciuicud b]i the general assembly of (he 


•tote of Colorado: 


1. Immediately upon tbe passage 


of this act It shall bathe duty of tbe secret«uy 
of state to procure a suitable book, to be 
known 04 tbe state brand book, In which shall 
be recorded the brands used foe the branding 
of horses and cattle In this state. 


SKC. 3, On or before the first day of August 


after tbe p«?"«geot this act every person, as- 
sociation or corporation using any brand or 
brands, ID the state, for the purpose of brand- 
lag horses or cattle, shall forward to the sec- 
retary of state a copy of such brand or brands, 
dnly certified to by the cleric and recorder of 
the county in which any such brain' or brands 
Is or are recorded. Such persou shall pay to 
the clerk sad recorder, for such certificate, a 
fee of twenty-five cents, mid shall forward 
with tbe brand or brands so certified a too of 
tUty cents to the si>cretaty of gtato, to pay tor 
tha recording of the same. 


SBC. 3. Upon the receipt by the secretary 


of state ot such certified copy or copies and 
foe, he shall record tbe same In tbe state 
brand book. 


Sec. 4. From aad aft«r the first day of 


August, after the passage of this act, any 
peison, association 01 corporation, desiring to 
adopt any brand to ba unod for the branding 
ot bones or cattle in tfils state, shall, before 


buch hook shall be bound iu a KOOQ ann 


substantial binding, and In such manner that 
additional leaves may be added (hcteafter. 


One copy ot such book shall be forwarded 


to the county clerk of each county, In whosa 
oiiled It shall pa kept open for (the inspection 
of :ill persona lutprested. 


It shall bo theduty of the secretary of state, 


quarterly, after the publication of such brand 
book, to furnish each county clerk with a list 
of tho Inanda recwd»<l in his olDce during the 
preceding three months, which list shall be 
printed In uniform st>le with the pages of 
such brand boot, and shall be pasted in and 
shall become a part of such brand book when 
received by the clerks of the respective 
counties. 


Tbe eecietary of state is authorized to pub- 


lish, if he deem best to do soj a ilialtod num- 
ber ot such brand books In addition to the 
uumbur required by the provisions of Ibis sec- 
tion, and to sell the same for such nrlca aslm 
may couolUer re«TOiiable and proper, which 
price shall not be less than the actual cost of 
tbe 88UIB.
